All praise is only for Allah SWT, the Creator and Sustainer of the 
universe, the Hearer of supplications and peace and blessing 
upon our beloved Prophet Muhammed SAW. 
Madarsa Dar Us Salaam (MDUS) is located less than 2km out of 
Lautoka city's central business district in Tore settlement Lovu. It 
began operating in 1997 and ever-since has produced students 
with quality Islamic knowledge. 

It is a body registered under the Charitable Trust Act (Cap. 67) of 
Fiji. The constitution of MDUS defines that the activities / 
teachings in the Madarsa to be in accordance with the Holy 
Quran and Sunnah (authentic teachings of Prophet Muhammad 
SAW) 

Presently there are fourteen boy students who call MDUS their 
home. All are from underprivileged background; some just have 
one parent whereas some are orphans. Due to their poor 
background, it would be very difficult and costly for most MDUS 
students to pursue education if they were not guided to the 
Madarsa. All praise is only due to Allah. 

MDUS ensures that such students receive primary and 
secondary level school education as per the Government of Fiji's 
education policies. 

The Madarsa provides culturally-appropriate practices. Effective 
services actively engage young people, providing them with life 
skills training, proper education and access to health services 
and other necessary facilities. The programme offered is 
responsive to cultural values and beliefs, and form positive 



relationships with young people and their communities. The 
following are available to the disadvantaged youth that we cater 
for: 

• A large net of social support from wider family, teachers, 
school, workplace, foreign Islamic youth based 
organisations (from Australia and NZ), leaders and the 
greater former Fiji Resident community mostly from NZ, 
Australia, USA and Canada. 

• Parenting that combines warmth with a just culture 
(where acceptable and unacceptable behaviour and 
consequences are defined). 

• Developmental sports 

• Information Technology facilities such as Television and 
Laptop computers. 

• Safe, supportive neighbourhood. 

• Mainly law-abiding friends with positive interests. 

• Thinking skills, including problem solving and seeing 
things from others' perspectives. 

• Positive social interactions with other people. 

• Meaningful employment and opportunities for advanced 
qualifications. 

• Faith that life has meaning, optimism, aspirations, hopes 
and plans for the future. 

Some Reasons to Contribute 

1. Based on previous annual reports, the current number of 
students and the cost of living, the yearly operational cost for 
MDUS is approximately $35 000. This amount takes into account 
the annual salaries of the Alim and Matron (=$15 000), groceries 
at =$800 per month, =$100 per month utility bills, 
transportation costs, education costs and other costs. 

2. We ensure that students who academically perform well at 
school progress further. As such two of MDUS students namely 
Mosheef Dean and Mohammed Shamim Hanif progressed into 



the Islamic University of Medina Saudi Arabia in 2011. They have 
successfully completed their language course in 2012. Following 
this Mosheef took up Sharia whereas Mohammed enrolled in 
the faculty of Dawah. Both have now Alhamdulillah successfully 
completed the first year of their degree program.

Another student, Mohammed lliaz, successfully enrolled for 
Teacher Training Course at the Fiji National University, 
sponsored by MDUS. He completed the foundation year in 2013 
and is pursuing the first year of the three year Primary Teacher 
course this year. InshaAllah his application for a Government 
Scholarship should be approved soon. 




The above three ambassadors of MDUS 
share one thing in common and that is 
that they all are from split families and 
of very financial constraining 
backgrounds. Their success is testimony 
of MDUS's vision.
